“GAME  ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that 
under  the  provisions  of  section  68  of  the  “Game 
Act,”  chapter  108  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1936,”  the  following  regula¬ 
tions  be  made: — 

Regulations  covering  the  Sealing  of 
Beaver-pelts. 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  the 
words  “  pelt  ”  or  “  pelts  ”  when  used  herein 
shall  mean  a  beaver  pelt  or  pelts. 

2.  All  pelts  trapped,  taken,  or  had  in  posses¬ 
sion  by  any  one  in  the  Province  must  be  sealed 
with  a  seal  supplied  by  the  Game  Commission, 


and  such  seal  must  be  securely  affixed  to  the 
fore  part  or  head  of  each  pelt,  and  such  seal 
must  remain  on  every  pelt  until  the  pelts  are 
tanned  or  manufactured  for  commercial  pur¬ 
poses. 

3.  Pelts  must  be  produced  by  the  person 
trapping  the  same  to  the  nearest  Game  Warden, 
Constable,  or  other  authorized  agent  for  seal¬ 
ing  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  pelts 
have  been  trapped;  provided,  where  conditions 
warrant,  an  extension  of  such  time-limit  may 
be  granted  by  the  Game  Commission. 

4.  No  trapper  shall  dispose  of  any  pelt  in 
any  manner  whatsoever  without  first  having 
the  same  sealed  as  required  under  these  regu¬ 
lations. 

5.  No  fur-trader  or  any  other  person  shall 
buy,  sell,  offer  for  sale,  possess,  bargain,  or 
trade  in  any  pelt  that  has  not  been  sealed  in 
the  manner  outlined  herein. 

6.  Every  trapper  shall  furnish  satisfactory 
proof  to  the  Game  Commission  or  to  any  of  its 
authorized  agents  at  the  time  of  application 
for  sealing  as  to  the  period,  district,  and  trap¬ 
ping  area  in  which  the  pelt  or  pelts  were 
trapped  or  taken  and  the  number  of  the  licence 
(if  any)  held  by  the  trapper. 

7.  The  Game  Commission  shall  have  power 
under  these  regulations  to  appoint  any  person 
to  act  as  its  agent  for  the  sealing  of  pelts. 

8.  Every  person  authorized  to  seal  pelts  shall 
make  such  returns  or  reports  in  such  form  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the 
Game  Commission. 

9.  All  imported  pelts  shall  be  sealed  with  a 
seal  designated  by  the  Game  Commission;  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  onus  of  proof  that  such  pelts 
have  been  legally  imported  shall  at  all  times 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  person  found  in 
possession  thereof,  and  no  pelt  shall  be  sealed 
until  such  proof  is  produced. 

10.  No  common  or  private  carrier  or  trans¬ 
portation  company  or  person  shall  carry  or 
cause  to  be  carried,  shipped,  or  transported 
within  the  Province  any  pelt  that  has  not  been 
sealed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
these  regulations;  provided  that  this  clause 
shall  not  apply  to  any  pelt  being  shipped  or 
transported  to  a  duly  authorized  agent  for  the 
sDecific  purpose  of  having  the  pelt  sealed.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any
